Au important point in connection with the 
procedure at fire inquiries was raised at an 
inquiry held on-the 13th inst. by the Hon. H. 
E. Wonrnovuse. The case itself is still ewb 
. gudice and it would be improper to express 
‘any opinion on its merits, nor, in fact, has 
the inquiry proceeded far enough to allow of 
an opinion being formed.

discussed... Prior to the passing of the Fire 
Inquiry Ordinance of 1888 fires had for 
some time been remarkably frequent and it 
wassuspected that the greater number of them 
were due to the premises being purposely 
set on fire with a view to defrauding the 
Insurance Companies. It. was believed 
‘that if an inquiry mto the origin of each 
fire were held it would exercise a wholesome 
check on the crime of incendiarism. This 
belief was justiticd by the result, for after 
the passing of the Ordinance there was a 
great falling off in the number of fires. The 
whole object of the Ordinance was to pro- 
vide a ready means of ascertaining whether 
the fire was-the result of crime, and it is 
- provided that where, upon consideration of 
the police report, the Magistrate is clearly 
of opinion. that the fire was caused by 
accident no inquiry need be held. It is 
further provided that in relation.to investi- 
the Ordinance the 
Magistrate is to have all the powers 
possessed by a Magistrate in relation to 
the holding-of preliminary inquiries in 
cases of indictable offences; and, in a 
previous section, that “It shall be law- 
“ful for any Inspector of Police, or for any 
“ interesied person present at such investi- 
"-€ gation, with the leave of the Magistrate, to 
“examine the witnesses, and to cause such 
. “persons to be examined as may give due 
“and proper information touching such case 
-“ of fire.” The intention appears to have 
been that the investigations should be 'con- 
ducted, generally speaking, iu the same way 
as preliminary inquiries in criminal cases, 
including the right of interested parties to 
cross-examine the witnesses.

Sir,—From correspondence which .has taken 
place respecting colonial military lands and 
buildings—that is to say, \lands the fee simple 
of which is vested in the Crown represented by 
the Colonial Government but of which the War

Yosterday a meeting| of the 
local foreign officials and merchatits—was held 
and tho banks wero closed for this reason (!) Tho 
foreigners in Foochow held a meeting’ over this 
affair also yesterday, and it is remarkable that 
though these places aro so fur apart yet meetings 
were hold'on the samo subject at the same time 
without consultation with each other. |By this 
means the smartness and rapidity of action of 
the foreigners will be seen. It is said} that in 
conseqnence of this massacre the Hongkong 
Government is to send a force to Foochow, hn this, 
if true, is frightful, aud will causo our Govern: . 
ment much trouble, When tho news of the 
Chengtu riots reached Peking, the Princes and 
Ministers of the Tsungli Yamon at once offered 
to pay for any damage done, but this the .
